Within  the  past  few  years  the  Paeonie  has  been  brought  to  prominent  notice — 
as  a cut  flower  for  decoration  work,  also  for  massing  in  landscape  work.  The  range 
of  colors  is  becoming  more  and  more  varied  through  hybridizing — that  from  the 
older  range  of  colors,  white,  pink,  red  and  crimson,  many  tints  in  these  colors  are 
now  found ; aside  from  this,  robustness  of  plant,  together  with  form  of  flowers, 
range  of  seasons,  blooming  extending  for  nearly  two  months. 

Now  for  a brief  word  on  preparation  of  soil,  etc. 

To  procure  the  best  results  it  will  be  necessary  to  bring  the  soil  to  proper  fer- 
tility, as  the  Paeonie  is  a feeder  and  the  soil  therefore  must  be  brought  up  to  its 
needs.  The  best  soil  we  find  is  one  not  too>  porous,  yet  not  so  wet  that  the  roots 
are  almost  continuously  in  moisture.  Well  rotted  manure,  well  mixed  in  the  soil 
is  a good  foundation  to  build  on.  Do  not  use  fresh  manure,  if  it  can  be  avoided,  but 
as  a top  dressing  for  winter  protection,  a light  covering  can  be  used. 

Cultivation.  Do  this  as  you  would  raise  a good  crop  of  corn  or  potatoes  and  it 
will  suffice  for  the  Paeonies.  PLANTING  TIME  is  best  from  September  1,  to  No- 
vember 1.  The  earlier  of  these  dates  the  better.  Set  plants  so  crown  or  eyes  of 
plant  are  about  two  inches  below  the  surface  of  soil.  To  grow  for  cut  flower  trade, 
plant  two  feet  in  row  and  four  feet  between  rows,  some  of  the  tall  growing  kinds 
should  be  planted  3x5  feet.

We  exercise  the  greatest  care  to  keep  our  varieties 
true  to  name,  and  Ave  hold  ourselves  in  readiness  at  all  times  to  replace  on  proper 
proof,  all  stock  that  may  prove  othenvise  or  refund  the  amount  paid;  but  it  is 
mutually  agreed  that  Ave  shall  not  at  any  time  be  liable  for  any  amount  greater  than 
the  original  cost  of  the  goods.

Pointer  on  Growing  for 
Cut  Flower  Trade 

In  planting  paeonies  for  cut  flowers,  do  not  plant  out  a long  list  of  varieties. 
Take  the  advice  of  a grower  who  has  been  supplying  a good  share  of  the  Decoration 
Day  stock  for  years.  Following  are  a few  reasons:  First,  in  cutting,  about  all 
varieties  must  be  at  different  stages  before  they  are  ready  to  cut,  or  at  least  look 
different.  For  good  results  they  must  be  cut  just  right,  which  is  a little  hard  to  do 
if  you  have  a good  many  different  varieties  and  are  employing  several  cutters  that 
are  not  acquainted  with  each  and  all  varieties.  Again,  each  color  and  variety  should 
be  tied  and  wrapped  in  separate  bunches  so  the  parties  you  are  shipping  to  know 
without  unwrapping,  color  of  flower  in  each  bunch.  This,  you  will  find,  is  a lot  of 
trouble  if  you  have  several  varieties  to  keep  separate  and  it  seems  that  a mixed  lot, 
if  WRAPPED  SEPARATE,  don’t  bring  the  price  straight  lots  do,  and  it  is  the  re- 
turns that  count.  Could  give  several  other  reasons  about  on  same  line,  but  believe 
above  is  enough  to  convince  you  that  a few  good  varieties  are  better  to  plant  for  cut 
flowers  than  several  varieties,  and  not  so  many  of  that  variety.
